John Edward McKenzie Lucie-Smith also known as Edward Lucie-Smith was born February 27, 1933 

in Kingston, Jamaica. In 1946, he went to England and was educated a King's School, Canterbury and 
Merton College, Oxford completing his studies with a degree in history. He is a British writer, who is 
best known as a poet, journalist, art critic, curator, broadcaster and author of exhibition catalogues. Lucie- 
Smith founded Turret Books and Turret Publishing, which are devoted to the publication of poetry. 

He has written several anthologies on poetry and has also published on Art, its movements as well as 
eroticism in Western Art. 


Scope and Contents note 


The Edward Lucie-Smith Collection consists of 1 oversized folio entitled Inscriptions, and a small book 
entitled, Inscriptions Inscripciones. Inscriptions contains 10 poems by Lucie-Smith and 11 intaglio prints 
by Feliciano Bejar. It was published by Ainle Press, Mexico and printed in an edition of 75. The folio also 
Includes a number of illustrations and information about the edition and brief biographies. Also included 
in the Collection is a small book entitled, Inscriptions Inscripciones, by Lucie-Smith. The small volume 
consists of 10 Poems in English along with Spanish translation by Martha Sanchez Llambi; the cover is 
by Feliciano Bejar. It too was also published by Ainle Press, Mexico, 1975.
